ST. PETERSBURG, Sept, 22.—The gen- 


eral stuff has issued a revised list of the 
Russian casualties at Liaoyang, showing 
that 1,810 men were killed, that 10,811 
were wounded and that 1,212 .were left 
on the field. Fifty-four regimental of- 
ficers were killed and 232 were wounded, 
two generuls were killed and three were 
wounded. Five officers were left on the 
field. 


Of those wounded at Liaoyang, 1,334 


men and 34 officers have already returned 
to duty. Those reported to be missing 
arc probably dead. 
REFUSED ANY MORE COAL 


All advices today indicate that an- 


other engagement between Kuropatkin's 
army and Oyama's forces is not far dis- 
tant. The Japanese outpost yesterday 
attempted to take Kaoutou pass, which 
commands tho road to Fusan, but were 
stubbornly resisted. Tho Russians arc 
reported to bo holding all the passes of 
tho Da. range- and severe fighting is pre- 
dicted before the Japanese reach tho 
Hun rivor.

The British 
collier Foxton Hall has transferred her 
cargo of Cardiff coal to the German stea- 
mer Ericka- which the local authorities 
would not allow to leave until given as- 
surance that no attempt would be made 
to enter Port Arthur. The Ericka sails 
at daylight and Japan is given as her 
destination but it is believed that she 
will ultimately make for Port Arthur 
where the Russians arc offering stupend- 
ous inducements for the delivery of coal. 
S. Davidson, nn American merchant who 
had a Russian coal contract and was or- 
dered to leave Port Arthur on Feb. 15 
last, is now at Ts'mg Tau, He tells the 
Associated Press correspondent that 
when he left the coal supply was very 
much depleted. 


On account of the Russian warships 


having been compelled to keep up full 
steam day and night for nearly eight 
months and the enormous quantities of 
fuel' required for the water condensing 
plant, there must be a coal famine there 
now unless more coal lias arrived.

MADISON, Wis., Sept. 22.—The hear- 


ings' given the railroads by the state 
tax commission acting aa a state board 
of assessment, lost week, was one of the 
most important of the many hearings 
held, for the reason that it was the last 
one prior to the going into force of the 
assessment of the roads under' the new 
ad valorem law. 


The railroad representatives put up 


their best arguments and in some ways 
made a strong case in their contention 
that the assessments were 
too high, 


some of the arguments, particularly 
that of Mr. Baldwin of the Burlington 
system, touched the weak point in the 
tax commission's position. That weak 
point was the refusal to explain their 
method of arriving at the non-physical 
value of railroad property, and the fail- 
ure to establish a rule that would be 
permanent, if just, for the determining 
that value. Mr. Baldwin touched an 
important point, also when he asked the 
commission of they had in determining 
the value of other corporate property 
(or in their instructions to assessors ad- 
vised this) included the good will or non- 
physical value. 


On the other hand the railroads were 


weak just where they have always been 
weak in their presentations before the 
tax commission. They expended their 
energies in pointing out where the com- 
mission's valuations were wrong, 
but 


did not offer to substitute valuations of 
their own, nor to tell the commission 1 
how to arrive at the true value of rail- 
road property for purposes of assess- 
ment. It is true some of them held 
that the value of the physical property 
should be the assessed value, but tha 
tenor of their arguments admitted that 
there was sueh n.n element as good will, 
franchise, or non-physical value that had 
to be reckoned with. 


Judge Gilson of the commission asked 


one of the railroad attorneys during tho 
course of an argument if .he could.sug- 
gest a method of getting at the true 
value'for taxation purposes of manufac- 
turing properties. This is the 
first 


thing to suggest that the commission, 
has in mind the making of an effort this 
year to bring about a hiore equitable 
adjustment of the taxes of manufactur- 
ing plants. 


There is little likelihood now that the 


.ax commission will have time to take 
up the subject of life insurance^ taxa- 
tion. It is quite certain, however, that 
if the subject be brought directly be- 
fore the legislature, the commission will 
lend a friendly hand to any reasonable 
proposition to lessen the unequal and 
unjust burden which tho Wisconsin com- 
panies are now carrying. Such a. propo- 
sition, however, to receive the commis- 
sion's support must prove itself some- 


-c than a mere relief measure. It 


roust be based iipon principles that har- 
monize with the general scheme of tax 
revision in the state.

were to be given uniforms similar to 
those worn by United States soldiers, 
with guns au'd ammunition. 
and that 


two rapid fire guns were to be taken 
along. The detectives learned that the 
expedition was to start also from New 
York and another from Pittsburg. 


The state department was notified and 


the preparations at New Orleans were 
stopped at once. So far as known no 
preparations have been made for raising 
an. expedition here.

There arc really excellent grounds for. 


the justification of hopes chances exist 
for the carrying of several congressional 
districts in the south for the Republi- 
cans.

WEEKLY CROP REPORT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The weath- 


er bureau'^ weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions is as follows: 
While the weath- 


er conditions of the week ending S a. m., 
Sept. 11), were generally favorable for 
gathering crops in nearly all districts, 
low night temperatures in 
the 
more 


northerly portions have delayed the ma- 
turity of late crops and some suffering- 
from"draught is reported from the Ohio 
and lower Missouri valleys and portions 
of the southern states. Frosts occurred 
as f;'.r south as Oklahoma and Tennessee, 
but little or no damage resulted, except 
to tender vegetation in the central val- 
leys and lo limimlurcd crops in Wiscon- 
sin, iliniiesotn, the Dakota* and Mon- 
tana. Late corn is maturing rapidly m 
the western portion of the belt, but the 
crop is i ripening slowly in the eastern 
and central sections and needs ten to 
twenty days of favorable conditions to 
be *aie from frost. While damaging 
frosts occurred in portions of the upper 
Mississippi valley, and 
a considerable 


portion of the crop was damaged in Wis- 
consin and low lauds in parts of Minne- 
sota and Iowa, the aggregate frost dam- 
age in the last named state was not ser- 
ious. CiiUhig is now general in all sec- 
lions.

TOUGH GANG BROKEN UP 


Arrest of Thomas Carny XhoucUt to Mean 


End ot HoodlumDep'radatlonsatCorltos. 
Detective P. H. Casey, of the Chicago, 


Milwaukee & St. Paul railway, claims 
that with the arrest of Thomas Carny, 
the young Milwaukee lad serving thirty 
days in Racine jail, having been detect- 
ed" attempting to break the seal of a 
car, the gang of hoodlums who have 
been terrorizing railway men between 
Milwaukee and Chicago, has been effec- 
tually broken up. 


Detective Casey, with 
other officers, 


have been after this gang and it has cost 
the railway people considerable money 
0 round them up. To estimate the val- 
e of property stolen from freight cars 
nd damage dene, to coaches and build- 
ngs would be guess work, but it will 
mount to 53,000. Three of the gang 
re serving from seven to eight year* 
t Waupun for robbing cars. At least 
ixty boys have served jail sentences 
nd perhaps, twelve guns 'have been tak- 
n away from the gang. 
In speaking of the troubles the com- 


pany had with the hoodlums and bad 
men, 
Detective Casey says: 


"Tho gang of hoodlums that formerly 


gave us so much trouble is now out of 
existence. For the greater part, the cul- 
prits were boys ranging from 15 to 25 
•ears in age. They came from Milwau- 
;ecn and Chicago, and were, I believe, 
nessenger boys and street urchins. 1 
think we had members of tho town of 
Lake gang arrested at one time as well. 
1 noticed that when we had a large num- 
jer of prisoners depredations south of 
the Milwaukee limits came to an end. 


"We started to clean out the gand sys- 


tematically. 
We arrested twenty-one 


boys and young men between Juno 21 
and July 1. At one time we had sixty 
prisoners in the county jail. They were 
held on petty charges such as destroying 
property, vagrancy, and disorderly eon- 
duct. They were released after serving 
brief sentences or paying small 
fines. 


Now we have no trouble nor indications 
of any."
